MOSQUITOES AND MALARIA. 


TO THE RDITOR OF THH “ DAILY PRESS.” 

: " Hongkong, 19th December. 

S1z,—As a visitor come to this charming 
island {o recover from a “little go” of malaria, 
I have uatorally beon much interested in the 
improvements (?) now going on with the hope 
of stamping out the disease, I have been a 
heavy loser by it myself, both in hoalth ond 
pocket, for the past dozen years, and my ox- 
perience as a practical man—not a meilical— 
will bo ‘corroborated by all other practical men 
doing outdoor work in the tropics, 

Dr. Manson, in whom all tropical men 
haye the greatest faith, originated the: 
mosquito theory. Major Ross proved that 
only ono variety of mosquito carried the 

arial gorm, Dr. Manson, in the. person 

of his son, proved that the malarial mosquite 
did not of itsalf give fever, but acted ‘only as a 

transmitting agent. He brought several lots 
of malarial mosquitoes from Rome. His. son 

allowed himsolf to be freely bitten by all, but it 
was only after the 4th or 5th Jot that he deve- 

loped malaria. ‘They werd all the true malarial 

mosquito and had ali come from very feverish 

district ; ‘still only some 20 per cant. had the 
power to produce fever. As another experiment | 
two enterprising doctors took out a small mos-'| 
quito-proof house, 
ously malaria) dis in the Campagna near 
Rome, and tock every caxe: not to get bitten by 
mosquitoes. They lived in this for some two 
months, and because they did not develop malaria 
in that short period a large number of our medi- 
cal. men at once say 2 and 2 make 5 and that 
mosquitocs are the aole cause of malaria. | “This is 
quite overlooking Dr. Manson's proof that they 
ure only transmitting agents, . 

I can quote‘ the cases of many young mon 
who have comp to the tropica and ‘lived in the 
most melorial districts for. yours, The native 
labou¥ round them. was dying off like sleep, 
and still they did not develop fever, for two or 
three years, althongh bitten by millions of mos- 
quitoes in that time. Thisshows that something 


‘in their conatitation resisted the malarial germ, 


and that thay were not *fover subjects." 

The two months test in the Campagna was 
therefore ‘quite. inadequate, ns thess two par- 
ticular individuals might act have developed 


‘inalaria, iad thoy lived in their hut for any 


number of years. The mosquito-proof hut was 
in itself a great protection, asin addition to 
keeping out mosquitoes it ‘also kept - ont the 
miasma (on the principle of. the. Humphry 
Davy lamp.) . : 

Jt has been the experionce of -all: practical 
men in the tropics, for generations, ‘that 
wherever the soil is disturbed, for any new 
work of any kind whatsoever, the native Isboar- 
era resident on the work at once develop malaria.
